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THE FARCE IN FRANCOE.

Tur farce is over in France, and, ns far as we
are now advised, the people have, as M. Olli.
vier wounld put it, preferred liberty to revoln.
tion, or, as the true issne stood, have given
the Emperor ‘‘an nnqualified approval of the
past, and oarte blanche for the future.”
There can be no question that a majority of
the votes oasl throughout the Empire has
boen in favor of the Government. The con-
fidence of the Emperor in the popular vote is
shown not to have been misplaced in this
instance; but the result of the vote, from the
meagre returns thuns far received, indicates
that the last desperate resort of a plediscite
will not be as available in the future as it has
been in the past. The vote in Paris was
largely in the negative, there keing a ma-
jority of about 45,000 against the Govern-
ment in a total of about 320,000, By a com-
parison with the vote at the elections of last
May, it will be seen that nearly the full
strongth of the opposition in Paris was ar-
rayed against the plebiscile, despite the coali-
tion of the Ollivier party with the Govern-
ment. In May, 1869, the Government candi-
dates for the Corps Legislatif received 66,117
votes, the opposition candidates polling
220,768; while yesterday the vote on the
Dlebiscite, with one section only to hear
from, stood 185,790 in the affirmative
to 182,881 in the negative. This result
was to have been expected, as Paris is the
seat of Red Republicanism, agd all the othar
isms which are arrayed in irreconcilable oppo-
gition to the Goovernment. T'he few returns
from the provinces which had been received
8t the capital up to midnight footed up
106,436 votes in the affirmative to 39,310 in
the negative. 1f these returns should prove
to be a faithful index of the entire vote, the
opposition will count about 3,000,000 votes
Lo 5,000,000 in favor of the Emperor's pro-
gramme, which is about the proportion into
which the popular vote at the elections for
members of the Corps Legislatif in May of
last year was divided. But, until the com-
plete returns are in, it will be impossible to
speculate with certainty upon the result,
although it is probable that the opposition
vote yeaterday was much larger than
on any previous oocasion of an appeal to the
people. The constitution of 1552 was adopted
by a vote of 7,478,431 to 641,351, while on the
Senatus Consultum of December of the same
year the vote stood 7,823,180 to 253,145,

Despite all the appliances brought to bear
by the Government upon the result, inclading
the gross and unprincipled exaggeration of
the alleged plot against the Emperer's life,
the French people yesterday protested against
the imperial regime in a manner that should
teach Napoleon & merited lesson. But the
chances are that it will be unheeded, and that
the carte blanche which was demanded by the
Governmen! and accorded by the psople will
be made available in the future to the utmost
extent. The faot that the election passed off
in Paris without any disturbance has no signi-
ficance whatever. Marshal Canrobert had
under his command in and around the capital
at least 100,000 well-disciplined and thoroughly
reliable troops, and an attempt to raise a dis-
turbance in the face of this overwhelming
foroe would have been a piece of folly of
which even the extreme radicals of Paris
are incapable, If the whole opposition had
risen as one man it wounld have been ent down
like grass. But the fact that the day passed
quietly is no security for the future, in view
of the large vote which was nnquestionably
polled yesterday throughout the empire, in
opposition to ‘‘the liberal reforms which have
been effected in the constitution since 1860
by the Emperor, and the Senatus Conswlium
of April 20, 1870,”

LABOR ANLD CUAPITAL.
Generar Burree has rocently written a letter
to Wendell Phillips, in which he strongly
urges the adoption of effective measures by
the Legislature of Massachusetta to seoure
accurate statistics of the condition of the
working people of that Commonwealth, which
he proposes to make the basia of legislation
to advance their welfare, and to establish har-
monious and equitable relations between em-
ployers and employes. There is not necesss-
rily, as some writers pretend to believe, and
a3 demagogues are very apt, from time to
time, to stoutly allege, an irreconcilable con-
fliet between capital and labor, The former re-
presents, in - _angibleand unmistakable shape,
labor already performed, which is endowed
with the capacity to purchase more labor, and
it is fhe naturzl ally instead of the natural
enemy of the labor that is about to be per-
formed, which, in turn, is speedily couverted
into capital when it is accompanied by the
proper economical conditions. The capital
of to-day the laber of yesterday,
and the labor of to-day may represent the
capital of to-morrow, so that, under a proper
political, industrial, and social organization,
these elements, instead of being autagonistio,
would and should be in the highest degree
friendly. All the modern plans for promoting
this end which are just and wisely devised
deserve umiversal support; but when they
border on tyranny or knavery, either for the
benefitof the capitalist or thelaborer, they de-
serve condemnation and defeat. More has been
done in this country than in any other to iwm-
prove the condition of n. Secared
& publio school education at the gutaet of life,
every industrious young men who masters a
useful occupation finds little difficulty in
obtaining remunerative employment. Even if

be fpils in his chosen pursuit, millions of
acres of fertile land can be had at so cheap a
rate that the mother earth never refuses a
liberal sustenance to those who make to her
persistent application for sustenance. That
still more may be done for the workingmen
of the land by a proper legal devel-
opment of the system of co
operation is exceedingly probable, and this
subject, in its various ramifications, is wall
worthy of the attention of all the philan-
thropio statesmen of the country. Itis also
proper that new safegnards shonld be thrown
around those whose lives and limbs are im-
perilled by their avocations, and the terrible
disaster at Avondale is but one of many illus-
trations of the peoculiar neocessity of this
description of legislation in Pennsylvania.
Greater pains should also be taken to prevent
the employment of very young children in
factories and workshops, and every possible
effort should be made to secure to all
the youth of the land that (fair
start in the race of life which is
derived from a good early training. But
meanwhile all the labors of legislators and
all the concessions of capitalists will be
utterly fruitlesa in improving ths general
oondition of the rising generation if the
efferts of various trade associations to pre-
vent the instruction of apprentices continue
to be successful. This selfish policy is strik-
ing at the very root of the future prosperity
of the country, and if it is persisted in it will
inflict a deeper injury than any other evil
with which America is now threatened,
Even the public schools will be-
come comparatively worthless if,
after children are taught how to read, write,
and cipher, they are denied opportunities to
learn how to work. One of the very groatest
calamities that can possibly befall a nation is
the annihilation of its skilled laborers, and,
as matters are progressing now, fifteen or
twenty years hence the full force of this dire
dilemma will be felt by the American people.
Already it is becoming painfully injurious.
The criminals and paupers who increase so
rapidly in numbers are recruited almost ex-
clusively from those who have never thor-
oughly learned a wuseful trade, and the
supply of first-rate workmen in  any
branch of ~ business is mnever equal
o the demand,. When the
present operatives pass from the stage of
aotive life the existing provisions for supply-
ing their places are so inadequate that a fear-
ful dearth of skilled labor in every use-
ful pursnit is inevitable, and it will be accom-
panied with a vast increase of dependent and
unproductive drones too lazy or too ignorant
to work, ashamed to beg, and only too ready
to resort to disgraceful and dishonest prac-
tices for a livelihood. While legislators and
philanthropists are studying up this general
question of protection to labor, and while
they are endeavoring to improve the lot of
the present race of workingmen, let them be
very careful to devise methods to destroy the
existing restrictions upon the instruction of
apprentices. Of all the horrors of Southern
slavery the very worst was the prokibition of
the mental enlightenment of the negroes.
Let us not have even a more injurious limi-
tation permanently fastened upon the white

boys and girls of the country.

OBITUARY.

Sir James Young ®impsen, M. D., D, O, L.

The death of the distinguished discoverer of the
anmathetioal properties of chloroform, Sir James Y,
Simpson, I8 announced by cable. Dr. Simpson was
born In the year 1611, in Bathgate, Liniithgowshire,
Scotland. He recelved his education lo the Univer-
ity of Edinburgh, from which he graduated in 1832
with the degree of M. D. Immediately after grada-
ating he was appointed an asslstant to Professor
Thompson of the Univeisity, and he proved his
eminent fitness for the posaition by aa abie series of
lectures which he delivered during the fllness of his
principal in 1838, Im 1840 Dr. Simpson was electea
to the Professorship of Midwifery in the Edin-
burgh University, and this pesition he held during
the remainder of his life. It was on the 19th of
January, 1847, that he Arst applied anwesthesia to
midwifery practice, and his subsequent invesiiga-
tions in this same direction led to the discovery of
the anwesthetical properties of chloroform, The im-
portance of these Investigations can scarcely be over-
estimated, and they have completely revolutionized
some of the features of medical and surgical prac-
tice. Dr, Simpson was elected President of the
Edinburgh Royal Coliege of Physicians {n 1849, and in
1868 President of the Medico-Ohirurgical Boclety, In
1858 the French Academy of Medlcine complimented
him by electing him & Forelgn Asasoclate, and a still
higher compliment was paid him In 1850 by the
award of the “Montyon Prize” of 2000 francs by the
French Academy of Sclences, in consideration of
the benetits conferred upon humaunity by the (otro-
dootion of aniesthesls by chleroform into the prac-
tice of surgery and midwifery, About the same time
he received the Knighthood of the Royal Order of
Bt Olaf from King Oscar of Sweden,

Dr. Blmpson was the author of nnmerous medical
treatises that ave well knownin all quarters of the
world, and many of them have been translated into
nearly all the European languages. Ilu January,
1866, he was created a baronet 1n recogaition of his
services as the discoverer of chloroform, and in the
same year he recelvea the honorary degree of D, .
L. from the University of Oxford. In September,
1867, he was Presidem® of the Department of Health
in the Soclal Sclence Congress heid at Belfast. The
lectures of Dr, Simpson did much towards giving
the Bduwsburgh Schiool of Medioine its high reputation,
and his fame as a plysiclan secured him the largest
practice, perhaps, ever enjoyed by any member of
the profession. The clalms of Dr, Simpaon to the
houor ol being the rst discoverer of the anmsthetical
propertics of chloroform have been disputed, but it
I8 generally conceded that he I8 entitled 1o 1
@ihe most lmportaut of the writlngs of Dr, Simp.
s0n are on the subject of obstetrica,  His “Obsietr!-
cul Memolirs and Contributions” has been published
in this couptry, a8 have also his “Contributions o
Obstetrical Pathology,” “Essays on Anmsthesia,*
and “A Trestlse on Homaopathy,” tegother with
several memoir: relating to the history and antigul-
ties of the medical profedsion. _
